Coins of Early lowa” 
Scott Hanson displayed coins that would have been seen 
circulating from Iowa’s Territorial Period (1838) to the beginning

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Inspired By A Single, Proof Jefferson Nickel 
by Mark Benvenuto 

Our humble Jefferson nickels have been out of 
the lime light for a few years now, despite having a 
relatively new look. They have been eclipsed, as have 
many other pieces, by the new offerings of rare metals 
and amazing finishes on coins that are offered directly 
from the Mint, and by some high-end silver and gold 
coins that are classics of United States numismatic history. Yet being on 
the back burner, as it were, means there are some possibilities out there for 
anyone interested in our work horse five-cent coin. 

Proofs 

As with the one-cent, the dime, the quarter, and the half dollar, 
there have been proof Jefferson nickels since all the way back to 1950, 
when what we can today call the modern commemorative program got up 
and running. Since the 1960’s, there have always been a few million sets 
produced, which means just about anyone with a few dollars to spare can 
land one. Yes, an avid collector could spend something like $20 for a 
desired date in a grade like PF-69DC, meaning deep cameo. But really? 
Is that coin going to be all that much more attractive than one in PF-65 
which costs a whopping $2. For most of us, that $2 expenditure has a 
beauty of its own. 

Slabbed pieces 

It can be amusing sometimes to see slabbed Jefferson nickels, 
either in a well-stocked dealer’s shop, or at a local, regional, or national 
show. Someone had to pay to have that coin graded and encapsulated, as 
the third party grading firms have not yet become kind enough souls to do 
their jobs for free. And yet these slabbed nickels are often offered for 
only a couple of dollars, far less than the price to have them slapped into 
a slab. Some are even in bargain bins, tossed in with plenty of other coins 
in battered two-by-twos, pretty much at the low end of the food chain. 
Hopefully, to have such coins like this on the market, someone submitted 
a whole bucket of coins at the same time, and some high-end, high-value 
piece made such Jeffersons somehow worth the loss. Whatever the case 
though, it’s not too hard to imagine we could assemble a set of 
encapsulated Jefferson nickels from the last twenty or even thirty years 
for a very small overall outlay. Even if each one of what we might call 
these slabbed “cast asides” cost $5, a person could assemble a date run 
back to 1990 for only $150. That’s one handsome collection for a truly 
trivial price. 
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Westward Journey 

The years 2004 and 2005 were the heyday for nickel collecting, or at least 
the most recent heyday within the series. The years commemorated the 
bicentennial of Lewis and Clark’s long walk to the Pacific, sporting four 
different reverse designs for our nickels, the only change in any design 
element since the war nickel mint marks of 1942 — 1945. The Jefferson 
nickel was the focus of these new designs because it was as the third 
President of the United States that Mr. Jefferson — also at times known as 
the Sage of Monticello — gave the official “okay” to undertake the 
expedition. The four designs are rather beautiful, the array of mint marks 
is perhaps bewildering, and the prices for MS-65 or PF-65 specimens today 
are wonderfully low. A person can get some very attractive pieces for no 
more than about $5 per coin. Even if we were to choose one of the very 
high end pieces, preferably slabbed in some grade like Pf-68 or PF-69, the 
price doesn’t really climb to more than about $25 per coin. Not bad for the 
creme de la creme of any coin. 

Pre-1950 

Before the year 1950 there were no proofs, at least not from the start of the 
Jefferson nickel series, back in 1938. That doesn’t mean there are no 
beautiful nickels from which to choose. It just means we’ ll be looking for 
mint state examples, as opposed to any that were specially struck for the 
collector market. 

Now, interestingly, during each of these early years, the official Mint 
output for nickels was pretty high. Right out of the gate, there are more 
than 19.5 million 1938 pieces that came from the Main Mint in Philly. The 
very next year the total climbed to just over 120 million. And even that 
isn’t the highest for those early years — the 1941 saw more than 203.2 
million, and the 1943-P saw 271.1 million. What these high mintages 
mean for us as collectors today is that even a piece in a grade like MS-65 
is only going to cost about $20. If it hasn’t been slabbed by a third party 
grading service, there might even be some room to haggle on such a coin. 
Again, these are pretty good deals. 

War-time alloy 

Most collectors know that from 1942 to 1945 there are nickels with huge 
mint marks centered over Monticello, all of which are composed of copper, 
silver, and manganese — what are now called the wartime nickels. Some 
folks claim they wore poorly, and thus mint state versions are tough to find. 
But with the overall totals being so high, it’s a stretch to claim that any of 
these are actually scarce in the various grades of mint state. Once again, 
a $20 expense will go pretty far. 
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Collecting Rare Coins: A Great Hobby With Wonderful Options

Collecting rare coins has been a passion shared by kings, sports 
personalities, famous actors and writers, and millions of people from 
all walks of life since the time of King Midas over 2,700 years ago. 
The coins from the earliest days were minted in Lydia, an area 
between the Mediterranean and Black seas. Many coins still survive 
from those ancient times, as do coins from the Romans and Greeks of 
2,000 years ago. 


Collecting rare coins is quite popular among the numismatic 
community, especially coins from the United States. In fact, issues 
from the U.S. hold almost every world-record price for a collectible 
coin. 


This series explores many different series of United States coins from 
the very first issues, discussing the various collecting options that are 
available. In the first installment of this four-part series, we take a 
look at colonial coins and cent pieces. 


Colonial Coins - The first coins struck 1n what is 
- now the United States were minted in 1652 in the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony. These coins are usually 
referred to as "Pine Tree" issues, but in fact 
encompass the NE Shilling plus the Willow Tree, 
Oak Tree and Pine Tree coins. These silver coins are 
dated 1652 (with one exception) even though they were struck until 
1682. 





Other Colonial issues include coins that were struck in other countries 
but circulated in early America, and private or state issues that were 
struck outside the U.S. Mint. 


Collecting options: Collectors of Colonial coins may opt to 
accumulate coins by type (one Colonial of each type, without 
attention to varieties and/or rare dates), state (collecting the Colonial
